Trainer D. Henry will leave for Woodlands 
Farm at Rridgei>ort, Mo., tonight to take up the 
big hand of twivyear-olds Barney Schreilier will race 
on the New Y'ork tracks this season.

WESTERN CANADA TURF ASSOCIATION. 



NO FECKSNIFFIANISM IN AUSTRALIA. 



.4t the meeting of representatives of all the larger 
towns in northwest Canada held at Calgary last 
wei*k. the organization of the Western Canada Turf 
AssiH'iation was effected and the following stewards 
were elected: Mr. MiHsly, of Calgary, who is also 

president of the association; Mr. .Ylexander, of 
Saskatixm; Mr. Stewart, of Edmonton; Mr. Martin, 
of .Moose Jaw, and Mr. Humphreys, of Lethbridge. 

Owing to the fact that Winnipeg and Brandon 
Want the same dates and neither of the two towns 
would yield, it was deeldi*il to leave Maniti>ba out 
of the circuit and that province will conduct an 
IndeiM-ndent series of meetings. The Western Can- 
ada Turf Association now controls through its 
officers and board of stewards all meetings for 
running races in Saskatchewan, Alberta and British 
Columbia, and the association has adopted the rules 
of the Pacific Jockey Club. Not less tlian $l,tX)0 
a day will be offered by any club in the organiza- 
tion during the coming season. 



FOXHALL KEENE'S VIEW OF BETTING. 



•V visitor in New York last week was W. A. 
Craven of Australia, for twenty years Deputy 
S|>eaker of the Victoria Parliament. Mr. Craven said 
that racing in Australia, as in England, France, 
Germany and other foreign countries, is virtually 
under the auspices of the government and that b<*t- 
ting is not only legalized but indulged in by per- 
sons of all classes. 

“Australia has not escaped the reform wave 
which, it seems, has iM'cn sweeping over the world,” 
said Mr. Craven. “Prohibition and war on betting 
have claimed the attention of the people and the 
legislative bodies of Australia for several years. ' 

“While Australia is not behind other countries in 
its efforts to minimize national evils the people are 
lovers of personal liberty and no legislation looking 
to a contravention of the wishes of a majority of 
the people would be tolerated. We believe that re- 
strictions in the sale of liquor and betting are 
proper, and the several states of Australia have en- 
acted legislation with this end in view. There is 
no better governed country in the world, we be- 
lieve. It is next to impossible to get a drink In 
the principal cities of Australia on Sunday, and 
where a few years ago gambling was carried on in 
many places it has now been stamped out. There 
is a difference, however, between gambling and bet- 
ting on the races, and the legislative bodies of Aus- 
tralia have recognized this fact. 

“On all the race courses of Australia betting ia 
permitted on the day’s racing and the sport Is 
patronized by the best people of the country, includ- 
ing high officials and legislators. It Is a national 
sport. Australia takes a national pride In her 
thoroughbred and the government is doing every- 
thing it can to foster and encourage the breeding of 
this noble animal. It has been onr experience that 
by the wise laws enacted through which the low 
dives and gambling dens have been wiped oat specu- 
'lation at the race courses has been placed on a high 
plane and has proved to be a benefit ratbec a 
detriment to society." 



Foxliall Kcciic returned from Europe ri*cently 
with some reflect ioii-s on the bill that seeks to aliol- 
ish liettiiig at the race track. After remarking 
that he had la*en away on his "usual occupation of 
enjoying himself,” he said that the liest people of 
all civilized nations went to the horse races and 
bt*lieved In horse racing. 

“The racing of horses,” Mr. Keene said, “has 
been and always will be the greatest sport of the 
world. It has tennis, baseball, yachting and all the 
othir sports combined skinned to death. Who is 
this little governor who is advocating the abolition 
of racing? Who ever heard of him six years ago? 
Did he ever see a horse race? What does he know 
about it? As James R. Keene said, the reformers 
look only on one side of a thing. 'There may be 
a political side to this question, too. Everyliody 

knows that Pat McCarren caused Hughes’ election 
by turning 30,000 votes from Hearst. Perhaps,” 

and here Mr. Keene smiled Ironically, “Mr. Hughes 
is trying to save Pat and his friends from losing 
more money on the races. I Just wish Mr. Hughes 
won’t get elected president. As to the betting part 
of racing, I might compare it to the l»ox office of 
a theater. You know what the box office is to the 
theater.” 



GOV. HUGHES’ LATEST ANTI-RACING MOVE. 



Alban.v, N. Y’., .\prll 10. — Governor Hughes toilay 
Instructed Secretary of State Whalen to issue a 
call for a special election in the forty-seventh 
senatorial district, consisting of Niagara and Or- 
leans counties, to elect a successor to the late 
Senator Franehot. 

Governor Hughes, It is reported in official circles, 
will also shortly issue a call for a special session of 
the legislature to meet after the new senator is 
elected. The purpose of the siiecial session is to 
secure legislative action on the recommendation 
made by the chief executive in his message of 
yesterday, among them being another effort to 
pass the Agnew Hart bills, should the new senator 
elected favor their passage. 



FEE LONG DELAYED IN REACHING ITS OWNER 



An unusual incident occurred in the offices of the 
Washington Jockey Club last Wednesday wlien Clerk 
of the Course H. G. Crickmore handed sti*eplecha.se 
jix-key Ernest Huppe a :(!10 bill with the explanation 
that it was Huppe’s fee for his first mount. Huppe, 
who is now the regular rider for J. W. Colt, began 
his career In the saddle In races on the flat and his 
first mount was on Pontlfex in the first race at 
Sheepshead Bay, July 8, 1897, in which he finished 
third from last in a big field of maiden two-year- 
olds. The fee for losing mounts was $10, which the 
Coney Island Jockey Club collected, but through 
careless bookkeeiiing the fee never reached its 
owner until last week, when Secretary Smith, In 
delving through some old records, found the Item 
and also discovered that It had never been paid and 
forthwith sent a check to Mr. Crickmore, request- 
ing him to hand the long delayed remittance to Mr. 
Huppe, who says he had forgotten that he had never 
been paid for his first uoiwt. ' 



The directors of the Jockey Club of Mexico City 
have settled the long-pending disimte as to the con- 
ditions for the first Mexican National Derby, to 
lie ruu in 1910. It was decided by the directors 
a few days ago that nominations for the race should 
Ih* limited to thoroughbred colts and flli«*s foaled 
in the republic in 1907. Notice has l>een sent to 
breeders that they must register their foals on 
April 30 next, but unless fifty colts and fillies 
foaled last year are entered in the thoroughbred 
stud book of Mexico on that date racing men 
can purchase foreign-bred colts or fillies which 
will be eligible for the race If entered on or be- 
fore December 1, 1908. As Mexican breeding sharps 
say that seventy-two foals were dropi>ed in 1907 
It would seem to be an easy matter to have fifty 
registered for the Derby. The race will be worth 
•bout $15,000.
